Car License 


Renewal Due 


Re-Registration Period 
Opens On January 2 And 
Closes On February 4th 


For California's millions of car 
owners, securing new license plates 
for 1940 will loom as one of the ear- 
liest important items of business 
with the start of the new year. 

The period fixed by law for an- 
nual renewal of automobile regis- 
tration will open Tuesday, January 
2, and continus to February 4. 

Postcard notices telling the am- 
ount of fees required to obtain new 
plates for each car are being mail- 
ed out this week by the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles. 

The charges consist of the regu- 
lar registration fee of $3 and the 
vehicle license fee, or in leu tax re- 
placing the former personal prop- 
erty tax, at the rate of $1.75 for each 
$100 of car valuation. 

Plates will be issued by the De- 
partment at its various offices and 
by the California State Automobile 
Association to member motorists at 
district offices throughout northern 
and central California. 

Application for 
presentation of the 1939 certificate 
of registration and the postcard no- 
tice also should be presented to fa- 
cilitate the procedure. 

Under a new ruling of the De- 
partment no plate issuing office 
will be permitted to give out plates 
except in consecutive order from 
each box. In other words, applicants 
will no longer be able to obtain cer- 
tain requested numbers as_ they 
have been able to do in the past. 

Failure to apply for renewal with- 
in the designated period will in- 
cur penalties, consisting of a doubl- 
ed registration fee and a 50 per 
cent increase in the amount of ve- 
hicle license fee.

The nation counted more than 500 


dead by violence today in its Christ- 
| mas weekend. 


At least 557 persons died in traf- 
fic accidents, shootings, drownings, 
fires, suicides or other violence. 


Traffic accidents killed 389, fires 
killed 27, suicided added 42 and 99 


‘ died from miscellaneous causes such 
| as drownings, 


shootings and falls. 

Tllinois led all the states in the 
number of dead, with a total of 55. 
They included 37 traffic victims, six 
suicides, one from burns and 11 from

Apparently Dictator Stalin’s peo- 
ple are very solidly behind him. It 
seems strange, considering how bad 
his regime is. Nevertheless, it's 
to be remembered that the regime 
which preceded him, under the 
czars, was about equally awful. 
The Russians probably are accus- 
tomed to that kind of thing—take 
it as a matter of course and don’t 
pay much attention to it. 


Incidentally, foreign military ex- 
perts say that Russia’s army, navy 
and aviation corps are the limit as 
to inefficiency — no discipline, no 
equipment, no anything worth hav- 
ing.

VICTORIA, B. C., (IH) — When _ 
Premier T. D. Pattullo of British | 


Columbia annougced at the close of 
the recent provincial legislative 
session that he would discuss the 
Alaskan highway project in Ottawa 
in January, speculation immediately 
arose whether out of the talks would 
come a new statement of definite 
policy. For coincident with the pre- 
mier’s trip will be the meeting of the 
Canadian Commission upon the pro- 
posed road. 


What will come out of the meet- 
ing of the commission and the vis- 
it of the British Columbia legisla- 


} 


tive head no one seems to be cer- | 


tain. Several things, however, do 
seem to be certain, according to 
those familiar with the situation. 
First, that British Columbia will not 
and cannot pay for even that sec- 
tion of the proposed road that would 
pass through its own territory, es- 
timated at some 520 miles, about 
half the entire route from Hazel- 
ton, B. C.,-to Fairbanks, Alaska. Es- 


timated cost of the entire road has’ 


been placed at as high as $50,000,- 
000, with $25,000,000 being set at a 
compromise estimate. 

For the province to set aside even 
half of $25,000,000 is an act that 


not even the most fervent backers | 


of the scheme envisage. At least not 
yet. Total operating costs of the 
provincial government for the com- 
ing fiscal year were estimated at 
$30,000,000. For the government to

over many years, would be to run 


the risk of upheaval at the next 
election.
